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Swamp Fever: An Imminent Danger Calls for Action

(Almost connected with the 
Thoroughbred world has heard this 
time of the outbreak, among Thorough- 
breads for the first time, of the disease 
swamp fever. Following are some of the 
facts of the situation. 

Early this spring Thoroughbreds ap- 
parently in the pink of condition began to 
come down with a strange malady. Your 
horse might have just won a race, or might 
not have put foot on the track for some 
days. but suddenly he lost interest in his 
feed, 


everyone 


Whenever this happens. a prudent 
horseman immediately takes his horse’s 
temperature. These horses usually showed 
from 103 to 105 degrees temperature, and 
in the next few days the fever climbed to 
nearly 108 degrees in many cases, and to 
more than 105 in all of them. Tempera- 
tures of that degree usually mean death 
when produced by the maladies with 
which horsemen were familiar. Veteri- 
much baffled as were 
horsemen at first, and even more so when 
the temperatures began to slide down to 
normal and the animals showed a good 
appetite, only to have a recurrence of high 
temperature in a few days. 

To Dr. Harold Lewis, of Nashua, N. H.. 
a nationally known veterinarian, is due 
the eredit of a correct diagnosis—swamp 
fever. Dr. Lewis immediately conferred 
with the pathological division of the 
Bureau of Animal Husbandry in Washing- 
ton and requested that it send Dr. Clar- 
ence D. Stein, foremost authority on 
swamp fever, to the scene of the outbreak. 
Dr. Stein promptly confirmed Dr. Lewis’ 
findings. 


narians were as 


Dr. Stein has been studying swamp 
fever for years. He has also taken three 
or more reels of moving pictures, in color, 
of horses in various stages of the disease, 
and also of the autopsies made by him on 
horses that died of swamp fever. These 
films were brought to Rockingham Park 
and were shown to a gathering of horse- 
men to illustrate a lecture by Dr. Stein. 

After horsemen had seen the pictures

and listened to Dr. Stein’s lecture they 
were a very solemn group. In the inter- 
est of horses and horsemen, and the fight 
against this awful disease, these films 
should be shown at once at all race tracks 
and at all breeding centers. Horsemen 
who have not seen them should get busy 
and make arrangements to have this 
knowledge spread graphically before them 
so they may be able to recognize the 
symptoms if ever they come to face with 
this grim form of death. 


Hard Facts 


From Dr. Stein horsemen learned that 
swamp fever has been reported from six- 
teen states. The principal outbreaks have 
been in the far southern states, particu- 
larly Mississippi, where it has attacked 
the cotton mules. 

The disease is caused by a virus and 
can be taken only by horses, mules. and 
asses. It is carried from affected animals 
to well ones by flies, mosquitoes, ticks, 


ete.. and can also be carried by improper- 
ly sterilized hypo needles. or by any other 
agent which first scratches through the 
skin of an affected animal and then also 
scratches a well one. Plain contact does 
not seem to spread the disease; some of 
the live virus must be introduced into the 
open tissues or blood of another horse. 
Government research workers have kept 
well horses in the same shed. eating and 
drinking together with having 
swamp fever, without their taking the 
fever. However, in all cases where the 
blood of infected animals has been in- 
jected into well animals. the latter have 
come down immediately with swamp fever. 

Now for the details as to what happens 


horses 


when a horse takes swamp fever. First, 
any intelligent horsemen knew (before 


swamp fever) that, in general, when one 
of his horses showed a fever of several de- 
grees it was caused by some contagion or 
inflammation of his respiratory system or of 
his intestinal tract. The first was recog- 
nized by sore throat, running nose, and 
cough, one, two, or all three. The second 
was usually accompanied by constipation 
or near compaction of the intestine, or by 
scouring. 

When these inflammations were allevi- 
ated, the fever immediately lessened ap-

A SERIOUS AND IMMEDIATE PROBLEM

But the disease is nevertheless a nationwide menace to Thorough- 
It poses numerous immediate and long-range problems 


which will require sustained co-operative effort. 


Few persons in racing were even aware of the existence of such a disease until its 


recent outbreak in New England. 


Now they must suddenly become aware of the tre- 


mendous dangers in the spread of a disease which, despite long research, is thoroughly 


destructive and totally incurable. 


Destruction of all infected horses is a necessity. 


Penetration by the disease to major breeding areas might be calamitous.

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preciably or disappeared, and when the 
attack had run its course, the horse was 
entirely well again. When swamp fever 
strikes, there are none of these outward 
and well known symptoms. The horse 
suddenly shows that he is not just right 
and very likely leaves most of his grain. 
His temperature may be 103 up to 107. 
Since the average trainer does not ordi- 
narily take the temperature of all his 
horses when he considers them well every 
day. it is possible that this fever comes on 
a litthe at a time for two or three days, 
before the horse is sick enough to attract 
attention. 

The course of the disease varies. In 
very violent cases the temperature remains 
very high continuously and the horse loses 
weight very rapidly. His legs “stock up” 
to above his knees and hocks, and he be- 
comes very weak and wobbles in his hind- 
quarters as he tries to move about. He 
may eat hay or grain or both, or may re- 
fuse to eat at all. Swollen wattles appear 
between the fore legs, and along the belly. 

A horse affected in this violent fashion 
will usually die a rather hard death within 
ten days. 

It will also be noticed that the mem- 
branes of the eyes and mouth are almost 
colorless, and appear yellowish-white, 
because of the losst of red corpuscles in 
the blood. 

In a less violent attack, the horse may 
have all the above symptoms and tempera- 
ture for a few days, after which the temp- 
erature begins to subside and the horse 
may even have a slightly subnormal temp- 
erature associated with weakness. He 
probably will have a hearty appetite, and 
to the uninitiated the horse will seem to 
be getting well. Far from the fact is this 
apparent improvement, for, within a time 
that varies widely, another attack will take 
place. It may result in death, or it may 
subside as the first one did. 

These attacks may continue over years. 
or the horse may become a chronic carrier, 
appearing normal to the casual eye, but 
with little strength, and subject to an at- 
tack if put to work. 

No horse that has once been in- 
fected has ever been cured. Even if 
he survives he remains a carrier of the 
disease until his death. 

The Government has had in its ex- 
perimental department animals that 
have been such carriers until they 
were 30 years old. 

Hence it is absolutely necessary 
that every Thoroughbred that has 
been infected by swamp fever be de- 
stroyed if the disease is to be stamped 
out. 

There is no cure for swamp fever. All 
experimental serums thus far tried have 
failed to destroy the virus. Thus far there 
is no cure, no vaccine, no serum, no de- 
fense except destruction of all infected 
animals. 
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How the Plague Grew 


Now to report on the advance of the 
disease among Thoroughbreds this sum- 
mer. From facts thus far explored, it now 
appears that at least one horse died of 
swamp fever in New Orleans last winter. 
Some horse or horses seem have 
brought the contagion from the South to 
New England in the spring. 

The first horse known to have died of it 
in New England was Sky Skipper. which 
wintered in Florida. He came down with 
a fever of unknown origin and name, and 
the disease progressed rapidly until he 
died, at Suffolk Downs. The disease was 
not diagnosed as swamp fever until some 
time after his death. 

Shortly afterward a number of other 
horses at Suffolk Downs showed mys- 
teriously high temperatures and were 
treated with sulpha drugs. penicillin, and 
other drugs that have heretofore proved 
efficient in treating other fevers. While 
some of these agents proved helpful, none 
of them affected cures. This is what finally 
led to the discovery that Thoroughbred 
horsemen were dealing with a new plague. 

Most of the horses that had come down 
with fevers at Suffolk Downs were better 
by the time the Naragansett meeting came, 
and were shipped there with their stable- 
mates. Two horses, Icy Stream and Ipso 
Bound, were taken sick at Narragansett 
Park and subsequently shipped to a farm 
where they succumbed to the disease, on 
the statement of Dr. Lewis. At least 


twenty horsemen are willing to make afh- 
davit that horses in their barns were sick 
while at Narragansett Park or contracted 
this fever while there. 

At the second meeting at Suffolk Downs 
(July 7-August 9) there were many horses 
very sick of fever, and there it was first 
announced that it was thought they had 
swamp fever. Most of them were shipped 
to Rockingham Park at the end of the 
meeting. Many became violently sick, and 
with the visit of Dr. Stein, who confirmed 
the diagnosis as swamp fever, a quaran- 
tine was put on Rockingham Park by the 
State of New Hampshire. 

To date the following horses have died 
or have been destroyed there: Hi Milly, 
Oro Rojo, Maroc, Jack Vennie, Spangled 
Game. Newhall, and Gallant Agent. 

There are 24 horses now isolated in 
tents erected for the purpose near Rock- 
ingham Park, and there are probably ten 
more cases known in the barns that have 
not been moved to the isolation area. 

The mare Missmenow is the only horse 
remaining at Suffolk Downs, where she is 
very sick of swamp fever and in quaran- 
tine. 


The Problems Raised 


The Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protee- 
tive Association has been bending all its 
resources toward stamping out this epi- 
demic, and has had the entire co-operation 
of Lou Smith, president of Rockingham 
Park. The HBPA is paying all expenses

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of keep and medication on the horses in 
isolation, and it will tax the financial re- 
sources of the organization to the limit to 
carry this load at its present bulk. Should 
it crow in scope, the association will have 
to get help. 

There were some stables at Suffolk 
whose were exposed to 
swamp fever and shipped to New York 
and to New Jersey. About two hundred 
horses were left at Suffolk Downs for lack 
of sufficient stabling room at Rockingham 
Park, and these horses were released to go 
to Narragansett Park, where they are now 
racing. 

Prior to the end of the first Rockingham 
Park meeting (August 11-August 30). the 
heads of both Rockingham and Narragan- 
sett and the racing commissioners of New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island, the two 
States concerned, were called together by 
Lou Smith and a committee of horsemen 
to see if a shift in dates could not be ef- 
fected allowing racing to proceed at Rock- 
ingham. since the horses could not leave 
that plant. 


Downs horses 


Officers of Narragansett Park could not 
see that it would be to their best interests 
to comply with this request. and invited 
horsemen to come to Narragansett from 
New Jersey and New York to replace the 
quarantined stables that would otherwise 
have made that meeting. John McDowell. 
vice president of the HBPA’s New Eng- 
land division. accordingly wired all vice 
presidents of other divisions that it was 
unwise and would jeopardize their inter- 
ests to ship into Narragansett Park, since 
there had been horses sick of swamp fever 
there. and that there were horses on its 
grounds which had been exposed to the 
contagion. 

This incident. together with the further 
fact that Rockingham Park has announced 
that it will put on a 19-day emergency 
meeting conflicting with Narragansett 
Park. for the relief of quarantined horse- 
men. has caused many unfounded and 
false rumors to circulate between the two 
tracks. When these are all run down it 
will no doubt be found that all came 
about through a misunderstanding of the 
seriousness of the situation and the tense- 
ness of the nerves of horsemen, who can 
picture themselves as about to lose their 
entire investments. Men in other pursuits 
of life have been known, in similar situa- 
tions, to resort to violence. 


An Urgent Need of Action 


Medical authorities and horsemen now 
have conditions pretty well in hand at 
Rockingham. There are still two stumbl- 
ing blocks in the path of the attempt to 
stamp out the disease. First, insurance 
companies are not willing to agree to de- 
struction of the horses, preferring to await 
their slow deaths, or their lingering until 
policies run out. Second horsemen who 
have no insurance in some instances are 
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reluctant to order the destruction of their 
horses (which in some cases may repre- 
sent their entire capital), and it is feared 
that some sick horses may be hidden on 
this account. Some owners may be silly 
enough to believe their horses will recover 
from the disease, despite what the Gov- 
ernment says to the contrary. 

The HBPA is now trying to find an au- 
thority by which insurance companies can 
be persuaded or compelled to allow de- 
struction of sick insured horses and pay 
the policies. It is also requesting all rac- 
ing associations through their general or- 
ganization, the Thoroughbred Racing As- 
sociations, to form a pool (through giving 
extra races or other means) of suflicient 
amount to pay for all uninsured horses 
destroyed because of swamp fever. In 
this connection the HBPA suggests that a 
committee of disinterested horsemen be 
appointed to appraise and value each 
horse to be paid for. 

This, the organization of horsemen con- 
tends, would result in the immediate de- 
struction of all affected horses, and the 
disease would be wiped out completely 
and quickly. Unless the affected horses 
are destroyed quickly the whole Thorough- 
bred industry will be imperild. 

From reports received here by horse- 
men and Dr. Lewis of deaths of horses at 
Saratoga, and of mysterious fevers at Jer- 
sey and Chicago tracks, it is not at all 
certain that cases of swamp fever do not 
exist at those points. From this distance 


the situation looks a good bit like the 
early period of the infection at) Suffolk 
Downs in May. 

It is understood that Dr. Stein has been 
ordered by the Government to make an 
investigation of the situation at the other 
Eastern tracks. It will be disastrous if 
cases of swamp fever exist there unrecog- 
nized or covered up by misguided owners 
or race tracks. This is the most serious 
threat to racing that has ever existed. 

Since the isolation of sick horses at 
Rockingham Park, every stable is keeping 
a publicly posted chart of temperatures of 
each horse, taken twice daily. If any 
horse shows a rise of temperature it is re- 
ported to Dr. Lewis, and the horse is 
promptly isolated. The time of incubation 
is from seven to fifteen days, usually, and 
if after all the known cases have been de- 
stroyed, no horse shows any temperature 
over a period of thirty to sixty days, the 
disease might be considered as wiped out. 

Due to the fact that it is not at all cer- 
tain whence the first contagion came (it 
could have come from New Orleans, 
Florida, Mexico, South America, or 
France). there is no reason to believe that 
Rockingham Park has the only cases in 
existence at American tracks, particularly 
since horses from Suffolk Downs and Nar- 
ragansett Park have shipped into all the 
other areas during the Summer. 

It would seem only a wise precaution 
to put all areas under suspicion and have

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Kentuckians Seek Protection 


Moving to prevent the introduction of swamp fever into the area which 
includes more than half of the country’s best breeding stock, several Ken- 
tucky horsemen and veterinarians last week made requests for State action. 

Among others, Major L. A. Beard. representing the American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association, and Leslie Combs 2nd. chairman of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, asked Gov. S. S. Willis and the State Department 
of Agriculture to impose temporarily a complete ban against the shipment of 


horses into the State. 


The resulting regulation, over the signature of State Veterinarian B. F. 
Pigg, banned only the shipment into the State of “any horse affected with or 
having been exposed to the disease known as equine infectious anemia (swamp 
fever).” This regulation, patterned after that imposed in New York, left the 
gates wide open; horsemen indicated they would try again for a complete ban 


to last about ten days or two weeks. 


From Maryland 14 horses which had been shipped into the State from 
New England were sent to Narragansett Park. 


At Rockingham Park no new cases appeared last week. and on Monday 
of this week two more of the quarantined victims died, J. Rittiner’s Dona’s 


Past and Frank Gilpin’s Aunt Bella. 


Jockeys moving between New England 


and other sections were instructed not to take any tack with them. 


In Washington, scientists in the alert Pathological Division of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry have confirmed the clinical diagnosis made by Dr. Lewis 


and Dr. Stein. 


A horse inoculated with blood from one of the Rockingham Park 


patients came down about ten days later with an unmistakable case of swamp 


fever. 


Dr. H. W. Schoening, head of the division, informed THe BLoop-Horse 


that he hopes to issue. probably early next week, a statement concerning the 


New England outbreak. 
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Registration of German Horses: 


Agreement Reached with France 


Bap HarzBurc 

I am a representative of defeated Ger- 
many and as such I feel it my particular 
duty to thank the editors of THE BLoop- 
Horse for the opportunity to state my 
views concerninig registration of horses 
exported from Germany in 1945 and 1946. 

As a matter of fact, I as well as the 
Oberste Behorde fur Vollblutzucht und 
Rennen and all breeders and owners sup- 
porting said authority was always of the 
opinion that Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing are an international concern which 
have nothing to do with politics and war. 
We stood by this opinion even in war 
time. and we highly appreciate the per- 
mission to state our views in a matter 
which concerns the American as well as 
the German nation. This permission, given 
two years after the end of hostilities, is 
to us another proof of American fairness, 
which we have always held in high esteem. 

I have just come back from a fort- 
night’s stay at Paris, where I had discus- 
sions and conferences with the French 
Government and French agencies such as 
the Commission du Stud Book, Syndicat 
des Eleveurs, and the Societe d’En- 
couragement, as well as with many rep- 
resentatives of important French breeders 
and stud owners. 

No doubt, in the course of World War 
Il. German authorities inflicted heavy 
losses on France as far as Thoroughbred 
breeding is concerned. Nevertheless I was 
everywhere well received and all discus- 
sions were carried on in a matter-of-fact 
spirit and without any acrimony. I was 
told that this was largely due to my irre- 
proachable attitude during the war. As 
I have further thoroughly acquainted my- 
self with the French point of view I think 
I am in a position to contribute to clear- 
ing up the questions under discussion. 


Background of the O. B. V. 


The Oberste Behorde fur Vollblutzucht 
und Rennen (abbreviated O. B. V.), 
means the Supreme Authority for Thor- 
oughbred Breeding and Racing. It was 
founded in 1918, the same year when the 
first German republic was instituted. 

Until 1918, Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing had been managed by the Union- 
klub. This had been an institution simi- 
lar to jockey clubs in Great Britain, 
America, and other countries. Since 1918, 
the activities of the Unionklub have been 
restricted to the administration of their 
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Notes on a Dead Issue 


Editor’s note. Sometime ago the editor 
of THe BLoov-Horse extended to F. Alten- 
burg, secretary-general of the German rac- 
ing and stud book authority, an invitation 
to write an article concerning the Thor- 
oughbreds imported by the U. S. Army in 
1945 and 1946 and subsequently denied 
registration by The Jockey Club of New 
York, the American stud book authority. 

The article, by the man most responsible 
for and most conversant with the registry 
of Thoroughbreds in Germany, is present- 
ed here. It was written in English and is 
given virtually without change from the 
original copy. 

Herr Altenburg’s statement develops 
several important points not hitherto made 
clear to American readers. It is important 
as a document bearing upon a decision 
which reduced almost to nothing the value 
of perhaps a million dollars worth of 
Thoroughbreds. 

We are grateful to Herr Altenburg for 
his valuable contribution of enlightenment 
on a vexed subject. 

The issue it discusses, however. is dead. 
The Jockey Club has declared a_ policy 
which makes any horse registered in the 
German stud book ineligible for registry 
in America, whether the horse was foaled 
in Germany or elsewhere. The Army has 
been defeated. Barring the faint possibility 
that the Department of Agriculture, which 
probably will take over next year the 
Army’s breeding program, may decide to 
exercise its authority, Thoroughbreds 
from Germany will continue for an indefin- 
ite period to be just horses in America.

race course at Hoppegarten and of the 
greatest German training center connect- 
ed with said race course. 


This is by no means an exception. Simi- 
lar conditions prevail in France, Italy, 
and Austria, where for many years stud 
books and the control of racing no longer 
come under the jockey clubs concerned. 
In France, control of racing is exercised 
by the Societe d’Encouragement, whereas 
the stud book is kept by the Commission 
du Stud Book, coming under the Ministry 
of Agriculture. In Italy and Austria, the 
authorities concerned are the Unione 
Nazionale Incremento Razza Equine, and 
the Wiener Rennverein, respectively. 


It is true that the secretariat-general of 
the Unionklub did simultaneously func- 
tion as the secretariat-general of the 0. 
B. V. until 1923. Export certificates were 
therefore equally made out by the secre- 
tariat-general of the Unionklub. It is fur- 
ther correct that the last exportation of 
horses from Germany to America took 
place at that period. I think these are 
the reasons why the O. B. V. is not known 
to the New York Jockey Club. (*Mio 
d’Arezzo was imported in 1933.—Ed.) 

However, it is a recognized fact that 
the O. B. V. was the only authority compe- 
tent for the stud book as well as for con- 
trol of races. The O. B. V. was recog- 
nized as such by all countries with which 
they had mutual relations in the course of 
their activities. This includes the English 
Jockey Club, with whom all publications 
such as racing calendars, stud books, and 
so on were interchanged. Interchange of 
said publications was likewise made with 
all other European countries. 

The O. B. V. was at no time a tool of 
the Nazi party. Referring to their inter- 
nationality, the O. B. V. managed to keep 
aloof from Nazi organizations, though 
such attitude entailed many difficulties. In 
Nazi Germany, racing was the only pub- 
lic activity open to Jews until such time 
as their property was confiscated. Jewish 
jockeys worked in Germany until 1944, 
and activities of British trainers were not 
interfered with until the very end of the 
war. 

I myself, as well as the majority of the 
officials of the secretariat-general, were 
not members of the Nazi Party. Such 
membership, however, was absolutely im- 
perative with all Nazi agencies. These 
are the reasons why, in 1945, the O. B. V. 
was not dissolved by the Allied Control 
Council. In 1945 and 1946, when the ex- 
port certificates for America were made 
out, the O. B. V. was the only authority 
entitled to do so and in possession of the 
necessary data. 

Signatures on behalf of the O. B. V. 
are to be made by Altenburg, the secre- 
tary-general. One of the sections coming 
under Altenburg’s secretariat-general is 
the stud book section, managed by Herr 
Kammer. 


Export certificates for horses brought 
to America were made out by the secre- 
tariat-general of the O. B. V. At the same 
time, and subsequently, export certificates 
and statements were applied for by 
France, Poland, Belgium, and other coun- 
tries, and these latter export certificates 
were made out in the same way as those 
for America. 


The Standard Policy 


It has been stated that Americans “are 
not sufficiently conversant with the Ger- 
man book to know whether or to what ex- 
tent it includes unrecognized strains.” As 
to this statement, I beg to mention that 
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the attitude of the O. B. V. toward un- 
recognized strains is the same as the at- 
titude of all jockey clubs and associations 
afliliated with the British Jockey Club. 

\ll Thoroughbreds brought to Germany 
with export certificates made out by a 
jockey club affiliated with the British 
Jockey Club will be registered in the Ger- 
man Stud Book as Thoroughbreds. This 
is the same attitude as that of France. 
Amongst the horses registered by us are 
some that were imported from America, 
in part via France. The British stud 
book does not recognize them as Thor- 
oughbreds. The American Stud Book, 
however, denoted these horses as full 
Thoroughbreds by making out export cer- 
tificates. There are similar cases in 
France. 

As far as Germany is concerned these 
American horses form the only exception 
to the general rule that only such horses 
are registered in the German stud book 
as are imported with export certificates 
made out by jockey clubs affiliated to the 
British Jockey Club. For 78 years, the 
German Stud Book has been kept as care- 
fully as possible and in accordance with 
international stipulations as laid down by 
the British Jockey Club. Whether or not 
the few very valuable American Thor- 
oughbreds in Germany are to be recog- 
nized despite the fact that such recogni- 
tion is denied by the British Jockey Club 
is a question which is not under discus- 


sion and which, in any case, cannot be 
raised by Germans at present. 

During the war, the O. B. V. and its 
secretary-general was always of the opin- 
ion that Thoroughbred breeding and rac- 
ing were an international concern which 
had nothing to do with war events. In 
every respect, they stood by international 
stipulations. This statement covers the 
method by which stud books were kept, as 
well as all other issues. Mutual relations 
with countries occupied by Germany were 
resumed as soon as possible. Though 
often without success, the O. B. V. and 
its secretary-general always tried to pre- 
vent Nazi agencies and individuals from 
encroachments. They equally tried to 
further the holding of races in occupied 
countries. 


Attempts at Cooperation 


During the war, the secretary-general 
resumed relations with the secretaries- 
general of countries occupied by Ger- 
many, and discussed with them the ques- 
tion of how to observe international stipu- 
lations. These mutual relations were 
particularly close with the late M. Ro- 
manet Riondet, of Paris, and M. von 
Schuch, of Warsaw, Poland. It was then 
laid down by the secretary-general of the 
O. B. V. and the secretaries-general of oc- 
cupied countries that a note “made out by 
military order” should be put on all ex- 


port certificates of such horses as were 
not properly bought and whose export cer- 
tificates were exacted by the Wehrmacht 
or other agencies. In spite of repeated 
requests of the German Wehrmacht, SS, 
and other authorities, these certificates 
were never registered in the German Stud 
Book. 


In November, 1945, an American of- 
ficer called on the secretariat-general of 
the O. B. V. He was accompanied by Dr. 
Falk, a former army veterinary surgeon 
of the army Thoroughbred stud Altefeld. 
The American officer asked for export cer- 
tificates concerning a number of horses 
that were to be exported to America by 
the U. S. Army. As it proved to be im- 
possible to make out these certificates 
forthwith, signed blank certificates were 
asked for which should afterwards be 
filled in by the army veterinary surgeon, 


Dr. Falk. 


As I was absent, Herr Kammer, man- 
ager of the stud book section, refused to 
issue such blank forms. A couple of days 
later Dr. Falk, accompanied by Count 
Sponeck, again made an appearance. He 
produced a letter from the American Mili- 
tary Government ordering me to issue the 
certificates. 


Military and Proper Certificates 


There is an Allied Control Commission 
general order that all Germans are bound 
to execute without delay any order given 
by military agencies, otherwise they are 
liable to punishment. Though I protested 
against this measure I was forced, on the 
strength of said general control council 
order, to issue the export certificates con- 
cerned. However, a note “Made out by 
military order” was put on each of these 
forms. In my opinion, and according to 
what was agreed on by my European col- 
leagues and me, such a certificate can 
never be looked upon as a document suf- 
ficient for registration in a stud book. All 
that can be seen from such a certificate is 
the origin of the horse concerned. 


In June, 1946, Colonel Hamilton and 
his staff came to Germany and discussed 
the delivery of further horses with owners 
of studs and stables and their deputies. 
German breeders and stud owners know 
very well that they have to pay their repa- 
ration share just like the representatives 
of all other branches of German national 
economy. The discussions which Colonel 
Hamilton had concerning delivery of fur- 
ther horses were very amiable. 

Colonel Hamilton not only took notice 
of the views of German breeders and stud 
owners, but he also respected those views 
as far as possible. For these reasons, the

delivery of these horses can be looked 
upon as a voluntary one.

Carolina Points With Pride; 
Old Custom Rears Nice Head 


New YorK 

Events of the week end were highly 
satisfactory to Clarence Buxton, who was 
a visitor at Aqueduct. Mr. Buxton, you 
may know, operates a training establish- 
ment in the winter at Columbia, S. C. 
There is what I may call, with a slight and 
outrageous exaggeration, a friendly rival- 
ry among Columbia, Aiken, and Camden, 
these winter spots being within a range 
of seventy miles or so. 

To begin with, the feature on Saturday 
was the Discovery Handicap, and Dis- 
covery, when he still belonged to Walter 
Salmon, got his early training at Colum- 
bia. “Never had a saddle on him till he 
got here,” Mr. Buxton will tell you, after 
each meal and just before bedtime. 

The three solid horses. as the field went 
to the post, were Phalanx, Cosmic Bomb, 
and Young Peter. To be sure, Double 
Jay was a lot more solid than anyone 
thought, but on paper he hadn’t a chance. 
Well, Phalanx trained at Camden, and 
Young Peter got his first lessons at Aiken. 
He raced last winter, but when he was 2- 
year-old he was in Oleg Dubassoff’s stable. 
and went to George Odom because Du- 
bassoff didn’t want to leave Aiken in the 
winter. 

Cosmic Bomb, as you will have guessed. 
spent last winter at Columbia, under Mr. 
Buxton’s prejudiced eyes. So when he 
licked a Camden-trained and an Aiken- 
trained colt, this was meat and drink to 
the gentlemen from South Carolina. He 
was sticking pretty close to Max Hirsch 
when I saw him, for the excellent reason 
that. in Assault, Hirsch has brought out 
Columbia’s best since Discovery’s day. 

Cosmic Bomb, whose name came to be 
intentionally mispronounced in New York 
last spring, has to be considered among 
the top 3-year-olds off his last three races. 
He was going to do big things last spring 
and then didn’t. He ran in the Wood, got 
nothing, and seemed to me to be lame 
afterward. Nevertheless, he was sent after 
the Derby and Preakness and ran worse 
each time. Then he got a long rest, and 
he came back strong. He stands one-up 
with Fervent, having beaten him in the 
Drexel before going under to him in the 
American Derby, and he has finished 
ahead of Phalanx the last two times they 
have met. Saturday he was getting only 
two pounds from the Whitney colt, and 
beat him worse than that. 


I may as well admit that Double Jay 
confounded me completely. I had last 
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seen him run in the Derby Trial, and even 
allowing he was not in good shape then, 
his subsequent races had indicated he 
would do no more than sprint. But in the 
Discovery he was in it every step of the 
way, and if Johnny Gilbert had not been 
riding two pounds overweight I think he 
might have won, since he was beaten only 
inches. 

Phalanx ran his race, I thought. He 
was gaining all through the stretch, but 
very slowly. The footing was soft, though 
“mud” is a misnomer applied to the sandy 
Aqueduct strip, and it is well established 
now that Phalanx will not run his best 
races in off going. He can beat all but the 
best in mud, and his record here indicates 
that he can beat the best of his division 
when the track is dry. He’s still the top 
3-year-old in my opinion, though he isn’t 
as good as I thought he was Jast spring. 


Seeking the Bubble 


After Newsweekly had given the Baby- 
lon field more speed than it could stand. 
he sent up a case of champagne to the 
press-box. At least his name was on the 
slip, though one may suppose his orders 
were transmitted through his owner, Alfred 
Vanderbilt. This was the second case of 
champagne this tourist has had to survive 
this season, the first appearing after Arn- 
old Hanger’s *Rico Monte had won the 
Saratoga Handicap. 

The champagne tradition in racing—I 
do not mean in press-boxes—is largely 
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disappearing. though after the Pimlico 
Special there is usually a bubbly stable 
party on the back stretch, and there were 
a few private high jinx after some of the 
Saratoga features this year. 

The great champagne party, of course, 
was one that this tourist missed by not 
being born early enough. If you will look 
in the books you will find that a horse 
named Dry Monopole won the first Brook- 
lyn Handicap, in 1887. If you are an old 
champagner you will remember that this 
was the name of a brand of champagne. 
The Jockey Club not then being in exist- 
ence to discourage names with advertising 
connotations. 

Well, a salesman for the wine, envision- 
ing the possibility that Dry Monopoly would 
win. had a few wagon-loads of his product 
concealed on the premises, and when the 
horse came down, the salesman broke out 
champagne all over the lot. It was con- 
sidered a brilliant advertising stunt when 
advertising stunts were new, and when the 
possibility of singing commercials had not 
occured to Marconi. 

Newsweekly, Mr. Vanderbilt had said 
with his fingers crossed before the race. 
would be his first stakes winner in New 
York since 1941—if he won. The last one 
was Petrify. which won the Matron that 
year. She was extremely good, but ex- 
tremely unsound, too, and when Vander- 
bilt brought her to Keeneland for the 
Special Event that fall she was beaten 
three lengths by Miss Dogwood.  Petrify 
was an easy second, but she was trying 
to bear out all through the stretch, as if 
something was hurting her. 

A minor circumstance of this invasion 
I had forgotten until Vanderbilt recalled 
it. He came down to Lexington with Dave 
Woods, and the first thing he saw was a 
banner stretched across Main Street, read- 
ing “Welcome Vanderbilt.” He thought 
it was very nice and hospitable. However, 
when the score of that afternoon’s game 
between Vanderbilt University and Uni- 
versity of Kentucky was reported to him, 
he saw it in a different light. 

MAN O° WAR RECOVERS 

After a period of observation following 
an attack of colic on September 4, Man 
o War was reported to be in good health 
again this week and was ready to be turn- 
ed out for his daily exercise. 

The 30-year-old stallion was withdrawn 
from public view at Samuel D. Riddle’s 
Faraway Farm this summer because of 
his advanced age.

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John A. Healey’s 
Sudden Death 


The late Thomas J. Healey, one of the 
outstanding trainers of his time, had one 
son, John Anthony Healey, whom he made. 
by example and precept, into a quiet 
model of a gentleman. When Jack was 
old enough to be shaken loose from his 
father’s heels, he was sent off to study 
and be graduated at Fordham University 
and later at the Yale Law School. As 
soon as these preparations for other pur- 
suits were out of the way. the son was 
back at the father’s heels. He wanted to 
be a horse trainer. 

In 1930, not long after the elder Healey 
took over the C. V. Whitney stable, Jack 
Healey joined him as assistant trainer. In 
this capacity he was immediately associat- 
ed with some of the best horses of recent 
years, including Equipoise, and in the 
Arlington Lassie Stakes of 1931 he had 
the honor of saddling Top Flight, then in 
the midst of an unbeaten season. He also 
trained The Darb, The Chief, Jabot, High 
Glee. and some other good ones. 

In 1937 he beeame head trainer for the 
Christiana Stables of Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
W. Lunger. of Wilmington, Del., for whom 
he bought and developed a number of 
good performers, including Miss Ferdi- 
nand, Alexis, Sea Snack, Megogo, and 
Camargo. 

Healey saddled the Christiana entry of 
Camargo and Oberod for the Miss Ameri- 
ca Handicap of August 23 at Atlantic 
City. went to the stands to see Camargo 
beaten into second place by the older 
mare Elpis. He had been having severe 
headaches lately, and he left the stable in 
charge of his foreman and went down to 
Johns Hopkins Hospital at Baltimore to 
see what was the matter. He did not get 
hack. 

On September 8 he died at Johns Hop- 
kins. after having been hospitalized for 
about a week. The news came as a shock, 
even to close friends; a headache had not 
been enough warning. 

Jack Healey was 42 years old. His 
wife, the former Virginia Graham, was a 
sister to Mrs. Duval Headley. They had 
three sons, John Anthony, Jr., Joseph 
Graham, and Thomas J. Healey 2nd, and 
a daughter, Anne. Other survivors in the 
immediate family include three sisters, 
Mrs. Wilfred Mullins, of Holmdel, N. J., 
Mrs. Nils Ollson, of Yonkers, N. Y., and 
Miss Hester Healey. of New York City. 

Burial, after a requiem high mass, was 
in the Druid Hill Cemetery at Pikesville, 
Md.. not far from the 150-acre Boxwood 
Farm which Mr. Healey owned at Cock- 
eysville, Md. 

Mr. Healey was vice president of the 
American Trainers Association and a di- 
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rector of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association. 


William Woodard 


A heart attack, suffered as he was mov- 
ing from one apartment to another in Lex- 
ington, resulted in the death of William 
Woodard, 71-year-old retired horseman, on 
September 6. 

Highest point of Mr. Woodard’s career 
as a trainer and owner was when he had a 
tough campaigner called Opportunity (bay 
horse, foaled 1914, by *Toddington—Miss 
Oertel, by Handsel), which in five seasons 
made 137 starts. won 36 races, earned 
$28.690. 


He was a son of William T. Woodard, 
whose bearded portraits adorned many ad- 
vertisements of auction sales of horses in 
the late years of the last century. As a 
young man he excelled in athletics (foot- 
ball and boxing). Always he was an 
enthusiast for hunting, he was past presi- 
dent of the Kentucky and National Fox 
Hunters Associations. His last connec- 
tion with racing was as an official. 


Daggie Smith 


On January 1, 1911. a field of eight went 
to the post in the first 2-year-old race of 
the season in California. As soon as they 
were off the favorite, a black colt named 
Oakland, drew away from the others and 
in less than a quarter-mile was five lengths 
in front. He won in a canter, with George 
Archibald holding him in, and set a new 


track record of :3445 for the three fur- 
longs. 

Oakland carried the colors of Bianchi 
and McConnell. Oswald A. Bianchi, the 
young trainer who walked over to the 
winner’s circle to meet him, had set up 
a unique record, probably still unparallel- 
ed. 

It was the fourth consecutive year in 
which Bianchi had saddled the winner of 
the first 2-year-old race at the Oakland 
course. In 1908 it had been Lee Rose, in 
1909 Gilbert Rose, in 1910 Frank Rush- 
taller. All four were out of the same mare, 
Lavena C., an unraced daughter of Ansel 
—Miss Goodrich, by King Bird. 

O. A. Bianchi was quite sure by now 
that he liked horses, and when California 
put up legal bars against the sport later in 
the year, he decided to move to Kentucky. 
Establishing his headquarters at Lexing- 
ton and living close to his horses, he re- 
mained a breeder, owner, and trainer of 
Thoroughbreds as long as his health per- 
mitted, rarely making headlines but liv- 
ing the life he liked. 

On September 7 he died in St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, Lexington, at the age of 73. He 
had retired from active participation in 
the sport about three years ago and had 
sold his 52'%-aere Libyan Sands Stock 
Farm on the Russell Cave Pike, where he 
had made it a practice to maintain a few 
mares. 

Mr. Bianchi—whom his contemporaries 
knew better by his nickname, Daggie 
Smith—owned Jim Gaffney at the time 
that horse was retired to the stud, and 
sold him to A. B. Hancock, under whose 
ownership he became a successful stallion. 
In more recent years the American Derby 
winner Reveille Boy had stood at his 
farm. Among the survivors in his immed- 
iate family was a son, Oswald Fred Bian- 


chi, of Oakland.

Cosmic Bomb Enlarges His Stature; 


Plumper Wins Bidwill Memorial 


Cosmic Bomb has not weighed heavily 
in appraisals for the 3-year-old leader- 
ship this season, but he has been one of the 
most consistent members of the division. 
In ten starts he has won five races, has 
been once second and once third, and like 
Miss Kimo and Elpis. other members of 
the William Helis stable, he has been sent 
against whatever contention has been 
around. 

Soundness, class. speed, and consistency 
combine to make him a serious contender 
against the other 3-year-olds, and if he is 
not quite a champion, he is a first-class 
spoiler. This he showed in the Drexel 
Handicap at Washington Park last month, 
when he beat Fervent at a mile. In his 
next start, the 114-mile American Derby. 
he gained in stature by running the Calu- 
met colt to a neck at level weights in the 
track-record time of 2:00°5, holding the 
lead until the last sixteenth. Phalanx was 
six lengths behind him. 

His next meeting with Phalanx, ranked 
among the three divisional leaders, was in 
the 114¢-mile Discovery Handicap at Aque- 
duct on September 6. At that short a 
distance Phalanx presumably would not 
be able to show at his best. but this dis- 
advantage was offset to a marked extent by 
the weights—Cosmic Bomb was carrying 
126 pounds, eight more than in the Ameri- 
can Derby, and Phalanx was in with 128, 
only two more than his Derby impost. 

The veteran Ovie Scurlock, who has been 
riding Cosmic Bomb in his most recent 
races. rated the Helis colt off the pace as 
Miss Disco and Rinaldo ran in front. Scur- 
lock moved with Cosmic Bomb on the far 
turn, had to take back when he couldn't 
get through. At this point Double Jay. 
one of the leading 2-year-olds of 1946, went 
to the front and looked like the possible 
winner. but Scurlock at last got his mount 
on the rail, after some slight 
interference from the tiring Miss Disco, 
and drove the Bomb to a nose victory. 

Phalanx was well back early in the 
race, made up a lot of ground in the 
stretch, was third by a length. Miss 
Disco held on for fourth, ahead of Donor, 
Young Peter, and Colonel O’F. The time 
was 1:5115. over a good track. 


The Babylon 


Alfred Vanderbilt did not have an entry 
in Aqueduct’s Discovery Handicap, named 
for his start performer of the thirties. but 
he had an able representative in the six- 
furlong Babylon Handicap. for 2-year- 
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olds. This was Newsweekly, by New 
World, a son of Discovery. Headliners 
such as My Request. Better Self, Insepar- 
able, Relic, and Bellesoeur. among the 
eastern 2-year-olds, were not in the field, 
but the smooth-striding Ace Admiral was 
a contender, as was Ready Jack, brother to 
Phalanx. 

Newsweekly took the lead from Andy 
Handy after a quarter and held off Ace 
Admiral in the stretch. winning by 114 
lengths. Fleet Command rushed up for 
third. 


The Bidwill 


During the Arlington and Washington 
Park meetings, racing at distances from 
six furlongs to a mile, Hal Price Headley’s 
Plumper acquitted himself well. though 
he was not up to handling With Pleasure, 
Armed, Rippey. Spy Song. and some of the 
other handicap horses. His best effort was 
on August 22. when he equaled the Wash- 
ington Park track record of 1:2215 for 
seven furlongs. beating Be Faithful, Ca- 
nina, and The Dude. 

In the C. W. Bidwill Memorial Handi- 
cap at Hawthorne on September 6, he was 
stretched out to 1144 miles, and with the 
assistance of his stablemate Letmenow, 
won his first stakes victory. Tactics that 
have been successful many a time again 
proved effective in the Bidwill: Letmenow 
set the pace. carrying Be Faithful, *Colo- 
sal, and Say Blue with her, while Plum- 
per took it easy in the van. When the 
leaders grew tired, Steve Brooks sent 
Plumper up on the turn, got the lead in- 
side the eighth-pole, stood off Bobs Pick 
to win by three-quarters of a length. Be 
Faithful saved third. 

Cover Up, well back early in the race, 
challenged on the far turn, but ran ex- 
tremely wide. suddenly faltered, and 
finished last. 

The race was named for the late Char- 
les W. Bidwill, former managing director 
at Hawthorne. 


Armed and Some Figures 


Whenever Armed steps onto the track 
these days, statisticians get ready to over- 
haul the records. The Washington Park 
Handicap is an example: the $37,500 he 
won in first money ran his total earnings 
to $641.600. moved him to second on the 
list of leaders. The victory was his thirty- 
third in fifty-three starts (a .622 batting 
average). and was his forty-seventh plac- 


ing (.886). It evened his score at 3-all 
with With Pleasure, which had beaten him 
once at six furlongs and twice at a mile, 
and was his most decisive victory over the 
Brolite Farm colt. 

It was his fourth win in five starts at 
114 miles this year (his only defeat at 
that distance was in the Santa Anita 
Handicap), and was his seventh win in 
nine starts at 114 miles in the last two 
seasons. 

His Labor Day victory was his second 
in the Washington Handicap (he won it 
in 1945), and was Calumet Farm’s four- 
teenth stakes win of the Washington Park 

-Arlington Park meetings. Calumet 
already had set a new record for earnings 
in a single year, but Armed’s contribution 
took it past the million-dollar mark to 
$1,012,741. 

He was honed keenly for Washington 
Park’s Labor Day attraction. Letmenow 
opened with a quarter in :2345 and a half 
in :4715. but to Armed that was loiter- 
ing. and he spun out the six furlongs in 
1:1145, the mile in 1:37°5. With Pleasure 
aaa on him around the far turn, but 
the Calumet gelding. though giving seven 
pounds to his challenger, pulled away 
in the stretch and won by 314 lengths. 
Honeymoon passed With Pleasure and 
took second: the Brolite colt was third, 
and Cover Up, co-holder of the American 
record for 1144 miles, was fourth. The 
time was 2:02.

Before Coldstream Stud was thought of 
in connection with Thoroughbred horses. 
it made quite a name as a source of 
trotters and pacers. Among its products 
was Muscletone, a very able contempor- 
ary of the immortal Greyhound. Just as 
they are trying to bring Armed and As- 
sault together in this day. a match between 
Greyhound and Muscletone was the big 
conversation-piece of the time. The race 
didn’t come off because Muscletone was 
sold for export to Italy, but you can still 
stir up a discussion among harness horse- 
men over the relative merits of the two 
great performers, which by a quirk of cir- 
cumstance never met in a race. 

Coldstream, however, had developed 
other high-class harness performers before 
Muscletone. One was Ruth M. Chenault, 
unquestionably the best of her sex at two 
and three, and in the recollection of some 
of the old-timers around Lexington, better 
than any of the colts, too. Ruth M. Chen- 
ault is out of Ruth Mainsheet, another 
Coldstream matron, and is the dam of 
Muscletone. 

Because his father, the late Charles B. 
Shaffer. had such high regard for Ruth 
M. Chenault. Dale Shaffer has retained 
her and one of her daughters, Ruth’s Baby, 
sister to Muscletone. Until last season 
their yearlings were sold at the annual 
sales in connection with the Lexington

Tom Berry, who has been described in 
these dispatches as the Jones-Hirsch-At- 
kinson-Arcaro of the harness Turf. 

Tom gave them their foundation work 
and still is the trainer, but because of 
injuries received in a spill, he has had 
Del Cameron to drive them. Early in the

Rollo, meanwhile, got tougher by the 
day. In mid-August he beat a good field 
at Springfield, Ill., in the Greyhound Stake 
for 2-year-old trotters, and followed with 
a Labor Day victory in the Horseman 
Stake for 2-year-old trotters at Indiana- 
Now they are talking about him as 
the colt to beat in next year’s Hambleton- 
ian. 

Another Coldstream victory came on 
Labor Day when Miss Mommy, a 2-year- 
old brown filly by *Bull Dog—Farmerette, 
by *Sickle, won the Hawthorne Juvenile 
Handicap. The Lexington establishment 
thus on one day scored two important wins 
in two entirely different fields of horse 
racing. and both were accomplished by 
home-breds out of stakes-winning mares. 
Miss Mommy was named for Mrs. Dale 
Shaffer. for whom she races. She is one 
of the *Bull Dog fillies retained by Cold- 
stream last year for racing and eventual 
breeding.

Volomite and Hambletonian 


A few lines about Volomite. sire of 
Rollo and Voluptuous, may interest Thor- 
oughbred horsemen. He is a 21-year-old 
brown horse by Peter Volo—Cita Frisco, 
by San Francisco. At two he trotted a 
mile in 2:06, and at three took a record 
of 2:0314. He was bred at the famous 
Walnut Hall Farm, at Lexington, and 
stands there. 

It would be difficult to name a Thor- 
oughbred stallion which has been so out- 
standingly Volomite 
been over a long period of years. He 
entered the stud in 1930, and in his first 
crop got the filly Tara, which was the 
only trotter to defeat Greyhound after he 
reached his peak. 


successful as has 


In harness racing the accomplishments 
of a sire are reckoned on the basis of the 
speed performances of his get, rather than 
on money earnings. This is a far more 
reliable index of accomplishment, and is 
possible because of the standard mile dist- 
ance used in harness contests. Through 
1946, Volomite was the sire of 14 perform- 
ers which went a mile in 2:00 or better, of 
108 in 2:05 or better, and of 237 in 2:10 
or better. He is the only sire ever to have 
as many as 100 trotters and 100 pacers on 
the 2:10 list. 

Virility is one of the outstanding char- 
acteristics of the Standard-bred stallion, 
and Volomite is a good example—this 
year. at the age of 21, he covered 63 mares,

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and more than half of them already have 
been examined and pronounced in foal. 

If this seems abnormal, consider Ham- 
bletonian 10, one of the great, great sires 
of the breed. In 1864,. when he was at 
his peak, he covered 217 mares, and in 
six other seasons covered from 106 mares 
to 193. For almost half his career he 
stood for $35, and never for more than 
$500.

Hi-Ho 


Back in the spring, this subdivision of 
America’s leading Turf journal reported 
on the Massey Aerial Car, a sort of tor- 
pedo-on-a-trolley that whirled around the 
race track above the horses and faithfully 
recorded all the doings. Through the 
courtesy of Bob Massey, the inventor, we 
offer (above) a sketch of the device. 


This is the midget model, containing 
movie and television cameras. Through 


television the stewards would know what 
was going on while a race was being run, 
and through the movies they would have 
an imperishable record with which to con- 
found malefactors. if anyone had_ the 
temerity to try a shenanigan with such a 
device recording their every finger-flick. 

The larger model of the car would hold 
six persons. Perhaps one or two air- 
minded stewards. Or Spencer Drayton. 
Or maybe some trainers. who then could 
shout instructions to their jockeys. And 
some owners, to countermand the instruc- 
tions. Or maybe just plain representa- 
tives of the people. Come to think of it, 
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what would be wrong with having a Peo- 
ple’s Steward, picked at random from the 
crowd? And moistly clutching a $2 ticket. 


Across the Board 


One of the new plays destined for Broad- 
way, unless the distance flag is waved at 
it during its workout in the provinces, is 
an opus called I Gotta Get Out, from the 
familiar race track situation of the same 
name. 

As the title implies, the drama deals 
with some horse players who find them- 
selves in the barrel, from whence they 
gotta get out. It is, naturally, a comedy. 
For a perverse reason that doubtless can 
be explained in well phrased double-talk 
by any practicing psychiatrist, the travails 
of a horse player trying to get even are 
considered very funny, especially by other 
horse players. 

While admitting that ignorance of a 
subject is no bar to writing a play about 
it, Joseph Fields, author and director of 
I Gotta Get Out, says he is well qualified 
for his role. His father, he said, was a 
most reliable sucker, and he himself has 
littered the ground many times with non- 
negotiable pari-mutuel certificates. 

The female lead will be played by 
Hazel Dawn, who is somewhat less quali- 
fied than Mr. Fields, but will make a 


brave effort. Her only visit to a race 
track was back in 1911, and the one ex- 
perience proved enough: “I was unable 
to tell the horses from the horse peo- 
ple.” 

When the play was cast, Miss Dawn was 
asked this hypothetical question, to de- 
termine her fitness for the job: “If you 
were a horse player, and you were picking 
a horse, what system of selection would 
you employ?” 

Her answer was instant: “Why, on the 
color of the suit the man wore who rode 
the horse.” 


$19,061,800 FOR CALIFORNIA 


During the fiscal year ending June 30, 
the State of California collected $19,061,-

Ajax Is Coming 
To United States 


MELBOURNE 

Ajax. one of the most brilliant horses 
ever seen on the Australian Turf. and win- 
ner of 36 races and £40.275 in stakes, has 
been sold by W. J. Smith. of Sydney. to 
Charles S. Howard. owner of Seabiscuit. 
*Kavyak 2nd. and other good horses. 

Ajax is to be shipped to California at 
the first available opportunity and will 
travel under luxury conditions similar to 
those enjoyed by *Bernborough during his 
Pacific trip earlier in the year. 

Ajax.’ which is by Heroic from Med- 
menham. by Prince Galahad from Meadow 
Grass. by Lemberg. was sold recently at 
auction for 13.000 guineas in Sydney, the 
purchaser being Mr. Smith. who has not 
disclosed the price paid by Mr. Howard. 
The latter. I believe, has always had a 
hankering to own a good Australian horse. 

Although not a genuine stayer—he was 
far too brilliant—Ajax was the best horse 
of his day in Australia and perhaps hav- 
ing been born on the day Peter Pan (by 
Pantheon) won his second Melbourne 
Cup under 135 pounds. it was a happy 
omen for his future.

At one stage of his career Ajax won no 
fewer than 18 races in a row. and went 
down by a head to Spear Chief (by Spear- 
felt) in attempting to equal the records 
of Gloaming and Desert Gold by making 
it 19. On that occasion. Ajax started at 
33 to 1 on! 

After the death several years ago of 
one of his breeders, E. L. Baillieu, Ajax 
was sold at auction in Melbourne for 
6.500 guineas, the purchaser on that oc- 
casion also being Mr. Smith. who gave a 
partnership interest in him to A. W. 
Thompson of Sydney. When Mr. Thomp- 
son died, Ajax was offered for sale again 
in July, when Mr. Smith bought him for 
13.000 guineas. 

The sale of Ajax to Mr. Howard so soon 
after his second sale to Mr. Smith is 
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creating much speculation here as to the 
future of Shannon (by Midstream), for 
which Mr. Smith paid 26,000 guineas this 
month. 

Shannon was to race on August 30 at 
Sydney for the first time since last Oc- 
tober. and it was to be the highlight of the 
day’s racing in this country. Some _ peo- 
ple are inclined to think that Shannon 
will soon follow Ajax across the Pacific. 
but Mr. Smith becomes an oyster when the 
future of Shannon is discussed. 

Ajax has been at the stud for several 
seasons. He has sired many winners, the 
best of them being Magnificent, which 
won both the AJC Derby in Sydney and

Horse of the moment in Melbourne is 
the 4-year-old Hindu Prince, by Dhoti (by 
Dastur). He is favorite for the Caulfield 
Cup to be run in October. Hindu Prince 
won the Tullamarine Handicap at Moonee 
Valley on August 23. It was his third 
success in a row. He led throughout the 
mile journey on a_ soft track and won 
brilliantly by four lengths. 

He is owned by a Greek hotel owner 
named Chris Pappas and as a 2-year-old 
suffered sesamoid trouble which threaten- 
ed to end his career on the Turf. 


However. for 18 months it was treated 
constantly and now he seems as sound as 
a bell. His ailment was similar but not 
as severe as that which terminated the 
racing life of *Bernborough.

breeders on reparation charge. This ap- 
plies to horses exported in the autumn of 
1945 as well as to those exported in the 
summer of 1946, 

Studs of the German army, Nazi au- 
thorities, and Nazi individuals, i. e., 
ownerless studs. as well as the stud of 
Schlenderhan (see below), formed the 
only exceptions to this arrangement. As 
the whole matter had been dealt with in 
a very correct way by Colonel Hamilton, 
and a satisfactory solution was found, I 
had no further hesitation in making out 
proper export certificates for all horses 
exported to America. I handed over these 
certificates to Colonel Hamilton’s staff. 
The note “made out by military order” 
was then omitted. 

The horses of the stud of Schlenderhan, 
formerly property of the von Oppenheim 
family, had been sold by von Oppenheim 
to the SS under strong pressure in 1944; 
i. e., at the time when they were exported 
to America they were to be looked upon 
as either ownerless or war booty. The 
stud of Schlenderhan will be returned to 
its former owners in the near future. I 
think it would be justified if the American 
military government insisted with the 
competent German authorities on payment 
on reparation charge for those horses ex- 
ported from this stud.

tioned above. Questions concerning the 
return of horses brought to Germany from 
France during the war, and recognition of 
the German Stud Book were discussed. In 
this context, only the official French point 
of view as to recognition of the German 
Stud Book is of interest. It was expressly 
stated that, until 1943, the German Stud 
Book was properly kept and is_ fully 
recognized by France. 

As to horses born in 1944 and later, 
products coming from doubtful studs were 
differentiated from those coming from un- 
doubtful studs. All such studs as were 
the property of the army, of Nazi authori-

ties or Nazi individuals, e. g., Altefeld and 
Isarland, are looked upon as “doubtful.” 

Their proper management at the time 
of the collapse of the Nazi regime in 1945 
had not been insured. On the other hand, 
all such studs are labeled as “not doubt- 
ful” which were owned by their former 
private proprietors and therefore were un- 
objectionably managed at the time of the 
Nazi collapse. Horses from “not doubt- 
ful” studs may be registered in the Ger- 
man Stud Book without any further ex- 
amination. As far as it can be seen now, 
these horses will be equally recognized by 
the French Stud Book. Products from 
doubtful studs are entered in a special 
list. The same is being done in France 
with products born in Germany by horses 
that were brought back to France. 
Products bred in 1944 and later may take 
part in races and may be used for breed- 
ing purposes. After seven generations, 
they may be registered in the German 
Stud Book. The same stipulations are 
applied in France. 

A special arrangement has been made 
concerning progeny of a stallion called 
Pharis. brought from France to Germany 
against the will of his owner. Whether 
born at a “doubtful” or “not doubtful” 
stud. these products may not be regis- 
tered in the German Stud Book, but they 
are put on the above-mentioned list. They 
may take part in races and may be used 
for breeding purposes. After seven gen- 
erations, they may be entered in the Ger- 
man as well as in the French Stud Books.

I think it is desirable that the same atti- 
tude be adopted by the British and Ameri- 
can Stud Books. International uniformity 
of all Thoroughbred stud books would 
thereby be re-established. 

May I further mention that mutual re- 
Jations and regular interchange of all pub- 
lications have been agreed on by France 
and the O. B. V.. I would be very glad if 
the same arrangement could be come to 
with American authorities. As mentioned 
before, the O. B. V. did all it could to 
prevent the Nazi regime from encroach- 
ments, but we were not always successful. 


We would be glad if Thoroughbred 
breeding and racing became again what 
they formerly were and we hope will then 
always be: an international concern of 
sports, an excellent passion of breeders 
and stable owners, a recreation for hun- 
dreds of thousands who come to the race 
courses and read Turf papers, an actually 
international issue on a higher level than 
national politics, hatred, and envy. 


Registration in the U. S. 


Summing up, I beg to state that when 
the second export certificates were handed 
over to Colonel Hamilton and his staff, 
the O. B. V. was the only agency entitled 
to make out export certificates for Thor- 
oughbred horses and in possession of the 
necessary data. It must further be stated 
that, according to the views held by 
competent French authorities, all horses 
born before 1944 and brought to America 
may be registered in the stud book of the 
American Jockey Club without any fur- 
ther investigations. Finally, it is sug- 
gested that products born in 1944 and 


later be dealt with as in France and in 
Germany. 

It is a self-understood matter that I my- 
self and everybody else holding a_re- 
sponsible position in German Thorough- 
bred breeding are prepared to do all we 
can to clear up any doubts the New York 
Jockey Club may have. Now we are fur- 
ther in a position to make out in a proper 
way all certificates for products born be- 
fore 1944, as the documents and files con- 
cerned were returned to us by British au- 
thorities. These documents and files had 
been seized for a short while. It would 
not be for the first time in the history of 
nations that horsemen are the first people 
to find a common basis of co-operation. 

By voluntary delivery to America of a 
considerable number of horses, German 
breeders have shown that they are pre- 
pared to bear their share of the burden of 
a lost war started by a criminal govern- 
ment whose Fuehrer was always an ad- 
versary of horses.

Five clockers, representing a total of 
238 years of racing experience, were polled 
recently as to which in their opinion was 
the greatest of horses. Jack Murray, John 
Brennan, William Fitzpatrick, and Eddie 
Hodgeson were all for Man o’ War with- 
out qualification. Hal Kizer, youngest of 
the quintet, held out for Whirlaway with 
the reservation: “It’s close between Whirly 
and a nag named De Bonero, which won 
at $387 in Louisville in 1919 or ’20; I had 
$6 on him that day.”

Making a strong plea for the return to 
Hungary of its valuable breeding horses 
requisitioned by the Americans and ship- 
ped to the U. S. A., a correspondent to 
the N. Y. Herald Tribune says that before 
the war the Hungarian Government owned 
3.265 blood stallions which travelled 
around the countryside serving peasants’ 
mares. ‘Today there are less than 50 of 
these stallions, more than half lacking in 
full vigor. 

Before the siege of St. Stephen’s land 
started, he says that the Nazis sent a 
contingent of the finest animals to Ger- 
many for “Safe keeping” and when the 
American Army liberated Germany, re- 
mount officers promptly requisitioned 
about 200 of them and shipped them to 
America where they were distributed in a 
somewhat clandestine manner to various 
remount stations. These stallions and 
broodmares included Arabians, Lippizanas, 
trotting horses and various Hungarian 
breeds. 

A number were sold at auction, some 
were renamed and a few unlucky stallions 
were gelded to offer smoother rides to high- 
ranking officers! 

Hungary is a highly agricultural, ma- 
chineless country, and it is an unfortunate 
business that it should continue to suffer 
this loss of its vital breeding horses. 


And the worst tragedy of all is that 
these horses are being taught to speak 
English and indoctrinated with the prin- 
ciples of capitalism.
